Me. Muskett King’s Railway 

The railway project that Mr. I. 
Muskett King of Montreal has been 
the most prominent figure in connec 
ton with, continues to be given con- 
siderable publicity in the East. Can 
it be that the group of English capital- 
iste that Mr. King states that he rep- 
resents really intend to go ahead with 
the enterprise without any public aid, 
Or are we to expect some proposals 
for public ald at the next meeting of 
the legislature? 

Mr. King had this to say to a repor- 
ter of the Montreal Witness on return - 
ing to that city: — 

am the representative of an Eng: 
lish syndicate which believes that the 
North West is the finest country in 
the world. Our impression is that it 
will be the greatest wheat growing and 
mixed afrming district in Canada, that 
is, north west from Edmonton, across 
to the mountains, 


“There are many reasons for this be- 
lief. It is a well watered country. 
AWthough there are not #0 many rivers 
and creeks in it, the soil seems to be 
kept at just the right degree of mols 
ture by some internal irrigation sys 
tem It is warmed for nine months 
in each year by an almost constant 
current of warm air from Japan that 
crosses the mountains and breaks in 
the great Peace River country. I 
serves that country fine, giving it @ 
climate that ia distinctly its own and 
unique in Canada. 1 have seen grain 
ripening three weeks earlier there 
than it was 160 miles farther south in 
Sunny Alberta, 


“I was all through the country last 
summer, spending May, June and July 
in it and travelling on horseback.” 

In referring to the land that less 
than two years ago was all but un- 
known, Mr. King ald that some of 
the finest fruits that he had ever seen 
wrew wild there, The raspberries, 
wooseberries, and strawberries were 
grand: the vegetation was almost sub- 
tropical with its wealth of pea vine, 
hay marshes and blue grass; there 
was not a bare patch to be found.

What gives western real estate tt+ 
bad name ie the amount of worthless 
stuff that is unloaded ou those at a 
diatance, Westerners on going east 
are appalled when they find some of 
the purchases that have been made by 
people there, In the matority of cases 
the seller does not live lu the West 
himself. Yet this part of the country 
js blamed for his dishonest cupidity 


and the lack of ordinary business com 
mon sense that his victims show. 

English financial journals are begin 
ning to give a good deal of attention 
to the activity of dealers in western 
property over the water. The follow: 
ing trom a recent issue of London 
Truth will be read with interest, 
Whether the particular proposition re 
ferred to is worthy of confidence 01 
not, we are not in a position to say 
Truth's article read: 


“By means of advertisements in the 
newspapers and through the post, Can- 
adian Capital Investments, 23-28, Fleet 
Street, E. C., has become the most con- 
spicuous of the real estate operators 
at work in this country. It is a pri. 
vate compeny with two directors 
Messrs. George Spencer Herne and 
Charles William Neville—who are the 
omy shareholders, In a return to Som. 
ereet House they call themselves “real 
estate operators,” a phrase aptly de 
scribing the business in which they 
are engaged, though not usually self. 
applied. For a year or so past Messrs. 
Herne & Neville have been operating 
among British investors by selling 
them building lots in or around Re 
gina, on the representation that such 
properties will rapidly increase in 
value, They are great on what they 
term guarantees, For lustance, in a 
circular now being sent out broadcast 
they refer to the bargains they offer 
as a “Government-guaranteed invest 
ment,” which, 80 far as the plain mean 
ing of the words is concerned, la on- 
tirely untrue, Of course, the fact that 
a certificate of title to a piece of land 
is issued by the Government does not 
in any sense guarantee the investment 
as an investment. Guarantees of thelr 
own are also put forward by Mesars. 
Herne and Neville, or, rather, by the 
company they have formed. Some 
montha ago they were announcing that 
they guaranteed purchasers againat 
dona by undertaking to repurchase the 
land from them if required to do 80 at 
an increased price of 10 per cent. with. 
in one year or 20 per cent. in two 
years. At present the undertaking is 
“to pay 5 per cent. per annum on the 
mount of your investment until such 

+ time an we can re-sell the property for 
you at a considerable advance.” In a 

}, follow-up letter an advance of 26 per 
cent. ie mentioned, That sort of guar: 
antee ie not business but philanthropy. 
The prudent investor will ask himself 
why in the world this firm showld come 
over here to incur an enormous ex: 
penditure in getting rid of these build. 
ing lote if u rive in value ts so certain? 
Why are they not being sold on the 
spot? He may, too, pause to conalder 
what these guarantees #o lavishly giv 
en are really worth. What guarantee 
is there that the company will be in a 
position to ful all ite guarantees in 
n year or two year's time? 


“How dangerous it ia to rely upon 
the promises of real estate operatora 
in shown by some correspondence 
which has been submitted to me by a 
customer of Mesers. Herne & Neville. 
Before they converted themselves in- 
to Canadian Capital Investments, Lim 
ited, at the beginning of the present 
year these gentigmen traded as the 
Canadian Pacific Land Company; and 
during 1911 the customer in question 
bought from them a plot of land in a 
property known as Coronation Park, 
Regina, at the price of £60, of which 
£20 was paid down and the balance 
payable by instalments of £3 a month. 
He did not receive any actual guaran 
tee, but he was assured that he would 
be able to resell within twelve monthe 
at a big profit. His contract with the 
original firm was taken over by Cana 
dian Capital Investments, and in Ap:

MAGRATH PLATFORM MARKS 
OPENING OF CIVIC CAMPAIGN 


COMPRERENSIVE DOCUMENT DEALS WITH ALL 
QUESTIONS OF IMMEDIATE INTEREST 


With the civic election now only 
three weeks away, the publication to 
day by W. J. Magrath of the platform 
upon which he proposes to seek elec 
tion marks what is virtually the open 
ing of the campaign. Mr. Magrath 
gave out for publication today an ex 
tensive pronuncimento, in which he 
covers practically the whole field of 
municipal affairs and describes hin 
stand upon every question, dealing with 
every topic from minimum wage to gas 
and the franchise question. Upon this 
latter question he offers an entirely 
new solution, proposing, in effect, that 
the city hang up a premium sufficient 
ly attractive to make it worth while 
for independent drillers to explore for 
was, the drillers taking the risk and the 
city undertaking only to pay the pre 
mium in case gas in sufficient quanti 
ties is found within a fifty mile radius, 
and the city gets the benefit of the dis 
covery. Upon the question of publicity 
Mr. Magrath le emphatic, declaring 
that it is his belief that there should be 
ho secrecy about the condueting of the 
city’s business, 

“Everything in connection with the 
city’s administration should be done in 
the open,” saye Mr. Magrath, “There 
cah be no occasion for star chamber 
proceedings in the handling of the 
people's business or in the spending of 
the people's money. There will be no 
l of one problem against the 
other if I am elected Mayor, nor Nining 
up 94 againat duty. 

pledge myself to give the people 
an honest, economical and efficient 
business-like administration, such as is 
justified in the people's attitude in this 
respect, and I further pledge myself io 
protect the interests of the people by 
giving them a hundred cents’ worth e 
work for every dollar expended 

“Lam heartily in favor of a system 
atic plan of civic improvements and 
utility extension, desined to meet the 
exigencies of this community for years 
to come, I think that a permanent and 
complete street railway plan should be 
a skeleton or framework made by 
looping up the present lines and new 
adopted loops added as the population 
warrants... We extend our water, sewer 
and light lines upon a basis of popu 
lation absolutely, Ian see no reason 
why the city should not adopt u policy 
making the same thing applicable to 
the street railway. 

“Tl belleve in employing as heads of 
the various departments men of long 
experience and thorough training, and 
in bringing the scattered workers into 
touch with eaeh other through = fre 
quent conferences,

benefit of his discovery. 

“Tam a firm believer in giving en 
couragement to the outside dollar. ti 
we are going to develop Edmonton and 
build up the vast tributary country 
we must look to the men with capital, 
The development dollar is the biggest 
factor in the progress of prosperity of 
this or any other city. 

“My plan is to do everything in the 
moat dignified and businesslike man 
ner to bring our efty and ite advan 
tages to the favorable attention of men 
who are seeking opportunities for legi 
timate Investments, encouraging large 
and small manufacturers to convert 
abundant raw materials into finished 
products thereby giving employment to 
labor at reasonable wages, 

‘Lam not in the slightest way con 
nected with any outside corporations 
and am, therefore, perfectly free to act 
in the city’s interest to enforce the 
regulation of the railroads ao that the 
service they render may be adequate 
and given at a reasonable coat, but 1 
am wunalterably opposed to inimical 
legislation, There in no intention to 
give the railroads more than their just 
dues. We cannot do without them, and 
they must prosver to give satisfactory 
service, and to make improvements 
and extensions. Inadequate service 
is detrimental not only to the shipper, 
but also to the producer, which finally 
means the working man, whore labor 
must find a market,

gress at Ualtimore. The papers which have been 
submitted at tits session have been, without doubt, 
the best papers that we have ever had before the 
Prison Association. The general trend is toward 
prevention rather than with the problem of the cure 
of crime. The section on Prevention and Provision 
has received more careful attention and more con 


‘sideration than ever before in the history of the 


Association. Dr. Hastings Hart, of the Russell 
Sage foundation, and Dr, Healey, of Chicago, Psy- 
chologist of the Juvenile Court of that city, gave 
two papers on the questio# of crime and the solution 
of the problem that were both masterpieces. Every 
speaker, since J have been here, has emphasized 
the need of protection of the boy and girl under 18 
years each; and if anything, the heavier emphasis is 
placed upon the value of preventitive work among 
girls. ‘The general consensus of opinion seems to 
he that it is time that the girl in the community is 
more adequately protected, Prof. Munns, of Prince- 
ton University, gave a paper on the economic re- 
lationship of crime among girls to the community. 
The influence of all of these papers I have found to 
be felt throughout the continent, and it is a matter 
of keen satisfaction to me to know that the work of 
prevention is receiving at the hands of prison ward 
ens and of men interested in the practical problem 
and the men dealing with the question of adult pris- 
oners, the consideration and attention which it is 
receiving. In evety case, wardens have stated with- 
out hesitancy that the prisoners under their care 
could have been made into good citizens had they 
heen prevented ſtom entering into a life of crime 
through the application of a little common sense and 
sometimes a slipper during childhood. I will give 
you more detailed information when I return to Ed-
